Electrification - R33 million, NDPG - R70.8 million and PTIS - R970.2 million). 

• R8 million will be funded from grants received from Province. 

• R1 .3 billion will be funded through the new Urban Settlement Development Grant (USDG). 

• R470.3 million will be funded from other sources (R250 million for demand-side management levies and 
R220.3 million mainly from public/bulk service contributions).
